Sutton’s mother, who has charged that 
her son was slain by fellow officers, Ut- 
ley repeatedly contradicted himself. 
When too badly tangled he fell back on 
a faulty. memory and could not re- 
member. 

The disposition of the revolver with 
which Sutton was killed again came in 
for consideration. .The testimony of 
Bergt. De Hart was read to Utley in 
whieh, the sergeant declared that after 
being handed the pistol by a superior 
officer he had promptly thrown it away. 
He latcr reported what he had done to 
Utley and further testified that that 
officer had instructed him to look for it 
later in the day. 

Utley could not recall a single detail 
iff connettion with the circumstances 
and gave ase his excuse ‘“‘a tricky mem- 
ory.”’

Thursday Cordray, accompanied by 
the Kid, went across the bridge to the 
Stockyards and after transacting some 
business drew $415 on a draft. en 
he accompanied the Kid to 3224 Hickory 
street, where the latter said he was 
stopping. 

Met the Very Same Man. 

Thursday night Cordray and the Kid 
went to a poolroom at Manchester and 
Chouteau avenues and there, quite by 
chance, they met the very same man 
with whom the Kia had played pool the 
previous day.

Heart Failure Kills Two; Body of 
Trustee of Estate Found 


in River. 
When R. Spain Anderson died of heart 
failure Thursday at 316 North Ewing 
avenue at the age of 66 years, it was 


the third in a sequence of fatalities 
among those interested in a suit in the 
Cireuit Court in which Anderson was 
involved. 

He was the son of Robert Anderson, a 
wealthy iron man of Crawford County, 
who died four years ago, leaving a 
lage esttate in trust for his son. Smith 
P. Galt, the first trustee, died, and An; 
derson sued Mrs. Frances Galt, execu- 
trix of the estate, and obtained judg- 
ment for $1250. 

This is now pending on appeal in the 
Court of Appeals. Since the death of 
Galt, three persons interested in the 
case have died. William Baggot, a 
real estate man, named trustee to suc- 
ceed Galt, disappeared, and his body 
was later found in the Mississippi River. 
Edward H. Meyer, Baggot’s partner, 
succeeded him, and he died of heart 
failure last spring. Now Anderson is 
dead. ;

RYTHM IS INTERRUPTED 





Lawyer Objects So Strenuous- 
ly Court Threatens to 
Put Him Out. 





When Poetic Justice Werremeyer of 
Clayton, benched and ermined, dipped 
down or butted in as an uninvited 
volunteer witness in a case over which 
he was presiding and wherein a jury 
was to render a verdict, Thursday aft- 
ernoon, the rhythm of his courtroom, 
customarily cZ Swinburnian smoothness, 
flowing softly and sweetly like milk 
and honey, became suddenly an inhar- 


monious jangle like sweet bells jin- 
gled out of tune. 

Speaking prosaically, there was an 
uproar that rattled the window sashes 
and razzle-dazzled the dignity of the 
Court. Poesy, affrighted, took to the 
woods west of the courthouse, and when 
last seen was beating it for Manches- 
ter like a dog with a tin can tied to 
his tail. 

The State of Missouri was prosecuting 
Antone Creeley on a charge of disturb- 
ing the peace of Mrs. Anna Eberley. 
Both live at Washington Park, half a 
mile north of Clayton. Creeley is a 
farmer. He works his farm, too, and 
thereby hangs the tale. ’ 


Missouri was represented by Assistant } 


Prosecuting Attorney Julius Nolte and 
Zach Mitchell. The latter is a Kirk- 
wood lawyer, 65 years old, nearly twice 
the age of Justice Werremeyer. Aman- 
dus Brackman was counsel for Creeley. 
Guards Blackberry Patch. 

Mrs. Eberley testified that she hap- 
pened to pass through Creeley’s tomato 
patch July 16, where the defendant was 
hoeing the crop, and he ordered her to 
get out, threatening to shoot her if she 
didn’t. “Shoot!” Mrs, Eberléy said she 
told him, standing her ground. 

Creeley testified that he told Mrs. Eb- 
erley that she mustn’t go into his black- 
berry patch any more and gather his 
blackberries. 

Up to this point all was poetic. The 
six jurors drowsed under the mellifluent 
flow of Q. and A. matter. The poetic 
justice sat his bench with Dantesque 
dignity. Then Miss Marguerite Creeley, 
daughter of the defendant, was called 
to the witness stand and the Inferno 
broke loose. 

“Isn't it a fact,” asked Lawyer Mitch- 
ell, ‘‘that your father is not cultivating 
this farm, but just loafing pits there 
doing nothing?’ 

*‘He is not loafing; he is ble i the 
daughter replied. 


Justice Removes Blinkers. 

Poesy; sitting invisible in a far corner 
of the courtroom, here began to worry, 
for Werremeyer, P. J., spoke up from 
his bench and said: 

“I know he is farming. I have been 
driving past his farm every day for the 
past two years, and every morning I 
have seen him at work.’”’ 

“I object!”’ shouted Mitchell. 

“If the truth hurts the State’s case,’’ 
said the Court, “I am glad of it.” 

Mitchell arose in wrath and loomed 
above the bench, with menacing finger. 

“I object,’’ he roared, ‘to this Court 
making any statements here. This case 
is being tried before a jury. If you 
want to testify In the case you can be 
sworn.”’ 

“If you want me to testify I'll tes- 
tify,’”’ said the Court, testily. 

Mr. Mitchell mumbled. 

“Keep still, Mitchell!” ordered the 
Court. “I’m running this courtroom.” 


“I don’t care who’s running thi« 


courtroom,”’ retorted the lawyer. “I 
have the right to argue this matter 
and I’m gcing to do it.”

South Eighteenth street who was 
watching the balloon from the south- 
western part of the city, said it ap- 
peared to land a second time near the 
Drummond farm. 

Mrs. H. A. Steinwender Jr. of 4542 
Forest Park boulevard didn't go up in 
the balloon, but she took a snapshot at 
her husband from her camera as he 
stood in the basket, remarking gaily: 

“Smile; be a sport.”’ 

Mrs. Steinwender was accompanied to 
the gas works at Seventh and Rutger 
streets by her sister, Mra. Virgil Rule. 

Six men were launched into the em- 
pyrean at 11:25 in the balloon St. Louis 
III. 8. Louis Von Phul was in charge. 
This is his eleventh ascension. 

To qualify as a pilot, Von Phul has 
only one more ascension to make. That 
must be at night and alone. He said 
when he left the earth that he intended 
making that ascension tonight, with the 
gas left. in the bag after he lands his 
party. He expects to go up from the 
landing place and qualify at once, so 
that he can enter a competition at Pe- 
oria Aug. 158. 

Those In the balloon basket in addition 
to Von Phul and Steinwender were 
Clinton Boogher, superintendent of the 
block system of the Street :_Dpartment; 
Tarleton Brown, president of the West- 
ern Insurance Review Co.; H. E. Honey- 
well, who embarked at the last moment 
in place of E. C. Drier, a broker, who 
telephoned that he could not go, and 
James W. Bemis, who is makjng his sec- 
ond ascension. 

Just after Mrs. Steinwender command- 
ed her husband to “smile and be a 
sport,”’ the balloon rose and almost hit 
the gas tank, but Von Phul tossed out 
two bags of ballast and the air ve- 
hicle shot up. gracefully.

A revolver shot rang out, they said, 
ending the pantomime in the moonlight. 

This version of the tragedy is in ¢on- 
tradiction to that of Justice of the 
Heace Ashiock, who declared “Big 
Steve’’ was killed in self-defense. 

William Varney, who shot Dimeda, 
and Justice Ashlock, who was with him, 
were both ordered held by the Coroner's 
jury, Varney as principal and Ashlock as 
accessory to the homicide. Constable 
Dailey of Alton was instructed to find 
the two men when the sealed verdict 
returned the night before was opened at 
ll a. m. Friday. . 

McCaulley, a Standard oil foreman, 
was visiting Miss Trogecki Sunday night 
when the shooting occurred.

WIT MURDER OF 
MONTH OLD BABY 


Spend Night in Belleville Un- 
aware Body Was Found 
in Slough. 


CRUSHED DOWN IN MUD 


Girl Believed to Be Weak 
Mentally—Railroad Man 
Denies Guilt. 


Thomas Pullman and May Williams 
spent Thursday night in jail at Belle- 
ville ignorant of the fact that the body 
of their month-old baby boy, whom they 


are charged with murdering, was found 
early in the evening, crushed down into 
the mud of a slough connecting with 
Pittsburg Lake, four miles east of East 
St. Louis. 

Pullman stoutly denied that he had 
killed the child, while the girl accused 
him of the deed when he could not ex- 
plain where he had left the baby. 
Though the girl is accused jointly with 
Pullman, the authorities believe she had 
nothing to do with the murder. 

Pullman, who is 23 years old and a 
Big Four Railroad employe at Mt. Car- 
mel, Ill., Was arrested in Belleville 
Thursday afternoon on complaint of the 
girl, charged with the paternity of the 
child. He told the officers that he was 
not the baby’s father, but insisted 
that he had befriended May Williams 
from motives of humanity. 

Left Baby With Woman. 

He said he had left the baby with a 
woman in the Illinois bottoms. ~The 
Williams girl, who is 20 years old and 
is believed to be mentally weak, was a 
domestic at Duncanville. 

Three months ago she came to 2660 
Washington avenue, a house conducted 
by Mrs. Annie Warrance. A month ago 
her child was born. She left Mrs. War- 
rance’s last Saturday. She s&éiad her 
father, Thomas Williams of Duncafiville, 
drove her away when she went home 
with the child. 

The girl's story is that Pullman 
brought her and the baby to St. Louts 
Thursday afternoon to try to get the 
child admitted to some institution, but 
failing in this they started to Belleville 
by trolley, intending to take a train 
there for Mount Carmel. They were 
seen to get off the car at Boneau, a few 
miles out from East St. Louis, and after 
they talked briefly, Pullman took the 
baby in his arms and walked away. 

Tells Story to Constable. 

The girl took the next car and con- 
tinued her trip. She was crying on the 
car and told her story to Constable 
George Keyes, a passenger, who’ took 
her to Justice Wangelin’s office in Belle- 
ville and had her swear out a’ warrant 
for Pullman’s arrest on the paternity 
charge. 

When Pullman, returned from the 
Pittsburg Lake section, where several 
persons saw him walking about with 
the baby, he was arrested in Belleville. 
Suspicion that he had killed the baby 
became strong. 

He was taken back to tha lake by of- 
ficers. A crowd of citizens gathered to 
aid in the search for the baby. Henry 
Distler, a saloonkeeper at Edgemont, 
near the lake, and several other men, 
put a rope around Pullman’s neck in 
an effort to make him tell where the 
baby was, but he gave no information. 

Found in Mud. 


After Pullman was taken back to 
Belleville the baby’s body was found in 
the slough, deep in the mud, by Eugene 
Delatine, a blacksmith. The child’s head 
was crushed.

Circular Calls Boy Alphonso, 
Smith and Schoppe Have 
Other Versions. 


A ST. CHARLES CLEW 


Conductors Tell of Journey

After 2000 circulars wontaining pic- 
tures and descriptions of the kidnaped 
Viviano children had been run off the 
press Friday it was found necessary 
to destroy them because the  boy’s 
name Was given as Alphonso.

Chief Creecy’s specials have been look- 
ing for “Ghio” Viviano. There is no 
one of that name in the Viviano family. 

Capt. Schoppe’s Carr street station 
men were the only ones who had the 
right name of the boy—Tom, or in the 
Italian form, Tomasso. 

Joseph Pagano of 1911 North Thir- 
teenth street, who had been a prisoner 
since Tuesday ,was released on an order 
from Chief of Detectives Smith Friday 
alternoon. 


Uncle Goes to East Sid 
Vito Viviano, uncle of the kidnaped 


children, and the first member of 
the family who has actively aided the 
police in their search for the kidnapers, 
following up his theory that the children 
are in an Illinois town near St. Louis, 
went to East St. Louis Friday with Spe- 
cial Officers Thornhill and Sullivan. 

It was believed in the Italian colony 
that he had a definite clue to the 
whereabouts of the children, or at least 
of some of those thought to be in the 
kidnaping plot, but he would not admit 
this. 

‘We have received no communication 
from the kidnapers,”’ he said. 

‘I think there is a chance that the 
children or somé of the conspirators 
may be in East St. Louls, Granite City, 
Venice or Madison. We will search the 
Italian quarters in those towns. 


Vivtano Pays the Expenses. 


‘Vito Viviano is paying the expenses 
of the East Side search. This is the? 
first time any member of the family has 
offered to spend money fo aid in track- 
ing the kidnapers. 

Detectives Joyce and Lardner were in 
St. Charles all night following a clew 
furnished by Allen Hammett, a conduc- 
tor on the Haqdiamont line. Hammett 
told the detectives that a passenger told 
him Wednesday that he had seen two 
Italians and a boy and a girl riding on 
the front platform of a car bound for 
St. Charles Monday afternoon. The lit- 
tle girl was.crying, the passenger said. 

Hammett gaid the passenger told him 
he had not’ heard of the &idnaping, and 
that he: promised to tell the police 
what he had seen. 

The same detectives learned from 
James O’Keefe, a conductor on the 
Wellston line, that Tuesday afternoon 
an Italian and two small children board- 
ed his car, after getting off a car from 
St. Charles, and rode downtown. He 
cannot remember where they got off. 

The police do not think the St. Charles 
clews conflict with later ones which in- 
dicate that the children may be in 
Illinois. They think it possible the chil- 
dren were first taken to St. Charles, 
and were brought back from there and 
taken across the river. 3 

Will Not Offer Reward. 

Friends Friday pleaded with the fath- 
ers of the children to offer a reward 
of $1000 for the return of the children 
or the apprehension of the kidnapers, 
but both the Pjetro Vivianos refused 
to do this. They eald they feared the 
children would be killed if they offered 
& reward. . 

Five thousand circulars, containing 
pictures and descriptions of the chil- 
dren, and a description of Sam Turrisi, 
suspected of being the kidnaper, were 
printed under orders from Chief Creecy 
Friday. 

The St. Louis police have abandoned 
as unimportant the supposed clew of 
the trunks which were shipped from 
the home of Joseph Pagano to Chi- 
cago. Press dispatches say that the 
Chicago police, believing the action of 
the St. Louis Department in this respect 
to be an indication of indifference, will 
make no further search for the kidnap- 
ens in that city.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Senator The- 
odore Burton and Maj. Mahon of the 
United States Army have figured out 
as nifty a $50,000 joy ride to Europe as 
any collection of middle-aged, sedate 
and dignified gentlemen have ever at- 
tempted. 

If all of the 20 persons who ride with 
Mr. Burton through England, France, 
Germany, Belgium, Holland and Aus- 
tria, Germany and Italy, get back alive 
it will be due to their own careful diet- 
ing rather than to the vigilance of Un- 
cle Sam over his pocketbook. 

Uncle Sam gave his waterway com- 
mission $60,000 a year ago to spend in 
“rubbernecking” around Europe, Asia, 
Africa, the United States and Missouri. 
Not only did he give them the money, 
but, fearful that they might economize 
on their joy ride, he permitted Congress 
in its closing hours to write into a law 
a provision which, when boiled down, 
reads: 

“Boys, go as far as you lIike.”’ 

This provision gives Mr. Burton the 
privilege of taking anybody he wants 
along with his eommission and paying 
them a salary for their company. 

And if anybody who tg offered the job 
refuses it he is passing up one of the 
finest little junkets ever devised by a 
liberal provider. 

The joy ride starts from New York on 
an ocean greyhound Saturday. There 
are three ships on which the voyage 
can be made. Decision on which one to 
take has not been made. 

As a starter most any ship will do just 
now, but on October 16, when the outfit 
starts back the ship will have to be 
pretty classy, because by that time the 
congressmen will have been carefully 
schooled in high-priced European style. 

It seems a shame to give a dough 
bag of $50,000 to a group of gentlemen 
as settled in their habits as are the 
members of the commission. Senator 
Burton, who will lead the party, is an 
old bachelor who reads books, studies 
languages, frames currency legislation 
and knows as much, about political 
economy as any man in the world. He 
neither drinks, swears or chews tobac- 
co. Once in awhile he smokes a cigar. 
His only failing ts his ability to order 
a good dinner.

Caulley said, “then I heard a pistol shot 
and the men lighted matches.”’ 

The introduction of these witnesses 
Was a surprise nearly to every one in 
the courtroom. Miss Trozecki is 19 
years old. She testified in a clear voice 
and without hesitation. 

There were about 14 witnesses, among 
them Justice Ashlock, who said he dep- 
utised Varney to assist in disarming 
Dimeda, but did not say that he depu- 
tized the saloonkeeper to shoot the man. 

Ashiock said Dimeda asked him in 
Varney’s saloon to lend him a dollar. 
He refused, he said, and Dimeda then 
asked for half a dollar or a quarter. 

“You rich man,”’. he said Dimeda re- 
marked, “you give money.’’ 


Ordered to Put Weapon Away. 
He said he saw Dimeda’s revolver pro- 


truding from his hip pocket and that he 
ordered him to “put it away.” He said 
he told Dimeda that if he didn’t push 
the weapon down into his pocket and 
keep it there it would “cost him $25 for 
carrying concealed weapons.”’ 

“The man said, ‘Me no ‘fraid,’” Ash- 
lock sald. 

Tony Renden asked him, said Ash- 
lock, to take the weapon away from 
Cimeda and Renden tried to seize Di- 
meda, who drew his pistol and backed 
toward the door, saying, ‘‘Me shoot 
sure.” 

Ashilock said he remarked that Di- 
meda might shoot someone, and that 
he volunteered to take the man home. 
Ire said he walked with Dimeda as fur 
as Joe Kowalski’s saloon and left him, 
thinking Dimeda would continue on his 
way. While he was standing in the 
shadow watching Dimeda, he said, the 
man turned through the weeds and 
started back toward Varney's.

REPUBLICANS AT OUTS 


Many Members of Majority 
Got Outside of the Fold, 
Missourian Reports.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—In reply tg 
what he terms “The misrepresentations 
of Democrats in the papers,’’ Champ 
Clark, leader of the minority in the 
House of Representatives, today gave 
out the following statement regarding 
the course of the Democratic members 
of the House in connection with the 
vonsideration of the Payne tariff bill, 
which became a law when President 
Taft signed it Thursday at 5:07 p. m. 

“The old saying that habit is second 
nature Was never more strikingly il- 
lustrated than by ¢he fact that many 
newspapers—generally Republican or 
near-Republican—and more individuals, 
keep mouthing about the dissensions 
among House Democrats and the per- 
fect unity among House Republicans, 
notwithstanding the truth known of all 
men who care to know it was that the 
House Democrats came out of the tariff 
fight more thoroughly united on that 
question than they had been in a gen- 
eration and .the Republicans came out 
of it worse shattered than ever before. 

No Chance to Beat Bill. 

“Some papers, either through careless- 
ness or malice, have gone so far as to 
say that had the Democrats not been 
absent in large numbers unpaired we 
would have defeated the conference re- 
port on the tariff bill. There is not a 
syllable of truth in it and to so charge 
is either unadulterated malice or crim- 
inal negligence. 

‘‘Now mark how plain a tale will put 
them down: 

“On my motion last spring to recom- 
mit the Payne bill with instructions— 
which instructions constitute a compre- 
hensive Democratic platform so far as 
the tariff is concerned—all Democrats 
voted for it except four. On the Payne 
bill itself, voted on immediately after 
my motion to recommit was defeated, 
the Republicans lost one vote and the 
Democrats lost four, a net loss to the 
Democrats of three—a more nearly 
unanimous Democratic vote than has 
been cast on a tariff bill In a genera- 
tion. . 

Many Republicans Fly Treck. 

“True, that on some of the items, a 
few Democrats flew the track, but 80 
did more Republicans. 

‘‘Let’s examine into the comparative 
majority among Democrats and Repub- 
licans. On Mr. Payne’s motion to re-

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2 Republicans voted with us. 

“The Republican machine was victori- 
ous by only five majority, although they 
had majority of 4 in the House. On 
that vote there were absent six Demo- 
crats and five Republicans. Among 
those absent four Democrats were paired 
with four Republicafs leaving two 
Democrats and one Republican absent 
without pairs. If the two Democrats 
absent without pairs had been present 
and had voted with us, we would have 
been defeated oy three votes. Had the 
one Democrat who voted with the Re- 
publicans also voted with us, we would 
still have been defeated by one vote. 
On that vote to recommit the conference 
report the Democrats voted more solidly 
than ever before since the close of the 
Civil War, while the Republicans were 
worse split up. 

“On the vote of the adoption of the 
conference report the House machine 
won by 12 majority only. There were 
absent six Democrats and four Repub: 
licans. As on the motion to recommit, 


Republicans and two Democrats were 
absent without pairs and two Democrats 
voted with the Republicans. 

“If the two unpaired Democrats had 
been present and voted with us, the ma- 
chine majority would have been reduced 
to 10; and if the two Democrats who 
voted with the Republicans had also 
voted with us, the majority would have 
ben reduced to six. That was a close 
call for the machine, but nothing could 
have been done to have turned their 
hardly-won victory into defeat. 

Chairman Payne Deceived. 

“The reason that Chairman Payne 
moved to recommit was that he fooled 
himself into the belief that we were go- 
ing to offer a motion to recommit with 
instructions and he wanted to head that 
off and by an arrangement with the 
Speaker, undertook to do so, but we had 
no idea of moving to recommit with in- 
structions, because the situation abso- 
lutely forbade it, for the Republicans 
who voted with us in favor of the Payne 
motion to simply recommit would have 
voted with the Republican machinists 
against our motion to recommit with 
instructioas—which instructions would 
have been democratic propositions. Of 
course, Mr. Payne voted against his own 
motion to recommit. 

Is Not Revision Downward. 

‘The full Democratic attendance was 
largely due to the fidelity, vigilance and 
industry of the Demecratic whip, Thom- 
a&’ M. Bell, and to his two assistants, 
John N. Garner and William Hughes 
They did all that mortal men could do 
to have every Democrat present. 

‘Many newspapers are trying to make 
it appear that the Payne-Aldrich-Smoot 
bill is a revision downward. This is ab- 
solutely untrue. The average of rates 
of the Pavne-Aldrich-Smoot bill is about 
two per cent higher than the average 
rate of the Dingiey bill. When the max- 
imum goes into effect, March 31, 1910, 
the average rate will be about 27 per 
cent higher than the average of the 
Dingley bill.”’

President Announces Program 
for Western and South- 
ern Journey. 





IN ST. LOUIS OCT. 25 





Plans to Make River Journey 
to New Orleans in 
Four Days. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Before his 
departure for Beverly, Mass., the Pres- 
ident today made public a tentative out- 
line of his journey through the West 
and South this fall. It will approxi- 
mate 13,000 miles in length, and will be 
one of the most notable ever made by 
a President. It will be a ‘“‘seeing-all- 
America’ tour to the Pacific Coast and 
back through the South. 

The President, accompanied by Sec- 
retary Fred W. Carpenter, Capt. Archi- 
bald W. Butt, his military aid, several 
White House attaches and perhaps a 
guest or two, will travel in a private 
car, attached for the greater part of 
the trip to regular trains. 

During his tour the President will pass 
through the Royal Gorge of the Arkan- 
sas River in Colorado, will visit the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition at 
Seattle, will spend three days in the 
Yosemite Valley, will stop off at the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado, will 
greet the President of Mexico on the in- 
ternational bridge over the Rio Grande 
at El Paso Oct. 16, will cruise down the 
Mississippi River from St. Louis to 
New Orleans, with various stops, and] 
will spend four days on the ranch of 
his brother, Charles P. Taft, near Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex. 

Motor for First Stage. 

The President will motor into Boston 
the morning of Sept. 15—his fifty-second 
birthday—and there will board the car 
which practically will be a roving White 
House for two months. 

His first stop will be at Chicago, 
where he will arrive shortly before noon 
the morning of Sept. 16, and will spend 
the afternoon and evening, leaving at 3 
a. m. Friday, Sept. 17, for Madison, Wis. 
The President will spend Saturday and 
Sunday in Minneapolis, leaving Sunday 
at 8 p. m., in order to reach Des Moines, 
Io., the morning of Sept 20. Five hours 
will be spent in Des Moines, and then 
the President will move on to Omaha, 
where he will spend the late afternoon 
and evening. | 

Denver will be reached the afternoon 
of Sept. 21, and the President will go 
almost direct from his train to the State 
Capitol for a reception by State officials, 
the Chamber of Commeree and civic or- 
ganizations. At 9 p. m, the President 
will make an address in the Denver 
Auditorium. The Presifent and his 
party will breakfast with Thomas F. 
Walsh at Wolhurst, near Denver, the 
morning of Wednesday, Sept. 22, and 
then return to the city for the Chamber 
of Commerce: banquet at noon. Leaving 
Denver at 5 p. m., Sept. 22, the President 
and his party will stop for an hour at 
Colorado Springs, and then go on to 
Pueblo, where in the evening they will 
be guests at the State fair. 

Week End at Salt Lake. 


The morning of Sept. 2 will find the 
President at Glenwood Springs for a 
brief visit and that afternoon he will 
visit Montrose to have a look at the 
Great Gunnison tunnel of the Western 
Coloratio irrigation project. The Presi- 
dent will arrive at Salt Lake City Fri- 
day afternoon, Sept. 24, to remain there 
until Sunday afternoon, when the party 
leaves for Pocatello, Idaho, and Butte, 
Mont., the latter city being reached 
Monday at 6:40 a. m. 

After spending half a day in Butte 
there will be a brief excursion te Helena, 
Spokane, Wash., will be reached early 
Thursday morning, Sept. 28, and the en- 
tire day will be spent in the city. 

The morning of Sept. 29 will be spent 
at North Yakima, and the party will ar- 
rive at Seattle at 8:15 that evening.

Former Jockey Pumps Bird 
shot Out of Riot Gun Into 
Saloon Keeper. 








AT HOSPITAL HALF HOUR 





Shots Scattered and Wounds 
Resulting Will Not 
Be Fatal. 





Mark Gumberts, once a conspicuous 
St. Louls under-world, and 
re- 


figure in the 
racetrack bookmaker and more 
cently proprietor of a lid-lifting saloon 
just across the county line, was pep- 
pered with birdshot fired into his body 
by’ Michael McLaughlin, a former jock- 
ey, now caretaker at Delmar racetrack, 
at 1:30 a. m. Friday. 

McLaughlin stood 60 feet from Gum- 
berts when he opened fire. He shot five 
times. Gumberts, who was in front of 
Smith Brothers’ saloon, 6600 Delmar 
boulevard, dropped to the ground. His 
condition is serious, but because the 
shot seattered he is not fatally hurt. 

Yumberts is familiar to persons who 
ride on the Kirkwood-Ferguson line and 
the Delmar line toward its western ter- 
minus, as it his custom to sit in a chair 
on the sidewalk at the front of his 
place. He is also familiar to summer 
garden visitors, as he is a frequenter of 
the musical theaters, nearly always oc- 
cupying a seat in the front row. 

MecLavurhlin and Gumberts quarreled 
f» Gumberts’ saloon, the Louisiana Club, 
at 6601 Delmar avenue. McLaughlin 
called Gumberts a name and Gumberts 
slapped him on the cheek. 

Uses a Riot Gwar. 

The race track caretaker did not pause 
to fight it out with his fists, but left 
hurriedly. He went to his rooms at the 
race track, got a single barrel repeating 
shotgun, the kind of a weapon known 
as a “riot gun,” and returned. 

Gumberts is; not a tall man, but he is 
muscular and powerfully built. Mce- 
Laughlin, who has the build of a jockey, 
is a much smaller and less powerful 
man. 

Gumberts stood just across the street 
from the Louisiana Club when Mc- 
Laughlin, gun in hand, stepped up. Mc- 
Laughlin lifted the gun to his shoulder 
carefully, took painstaking aim and 
fired. He pumped shot into Gumberts 
until five cartridges had been dis- 
charged. ’ 

No word was spoken by either man. 
Gumberts dropped. McLaughlin ceased 
tring and ran. McLaughlin went to the 
home of his family on Maple avenue, 
changed clothes and went to the home of 
Marshal .Jones of University City at 
6618 Delmar avenue, where he»waited 
for the marshal to return, and then sur- 
rendered. 

Friday he refused to make any state- 
ment when a Post-Dispatch reporter saw 
him at the Clayton jail. 

Leaves Hospital for Hotel. 

Friends of Gumberts called a taxicab 
and he was rusbed to §8t. Luke’s 
Hospital. He did not remain there more 
than half an hour, as a hurried examin- 
ation by the physicians resulted in a 
statement that the scattering of the shot 
and the distance at which it was fired 
had probably saved Gumberts’ life. His 
condition was not critical, the doctors 
said. 

Gumberts, who was conscious, was 
bundled into the taxicab again and 
taken back to his rooms in hts own Del- 
mar Hotel, an adjunct of the Louisiana 
Club. 

This is not the first time Mark Gum- 
berts has been “shot up’’ since he be- 
gan his tenderloin career in St. Louis. 
He has achieved, in other frays, the 
reputation of a “gun man’”’ himself, and 
among those who have known the accu- 
racy and readiness of his trigger finger 
is Charles (Hardluck) Haughton, late 
proprietor of the West End Physical 
Culture Club.

NIGHT BLOOMING 
CEREUS BREAKS 
BLOSSOM ae COnd 


Piasa Chautauqua Plant -Pro- 
duces 80 Flowers in 
One Night. 


— 








‘Piasa Chautauqua has the champion 
night-blooming cereus of this part of 
the world. By producing 80 blossoms in 
one night it has broken the ‘record, so 
far ds St. Louis cereus experts know. 
The best record of the night-blooming 
Plants in “the vicinity,of St. Louis hith- 
‘erto was that of one owned by Dr. F. 
J. Arzt of Twelfth and Lami streets, 


which produced 76 blossoms in a night 
several years ago. The Arzt plant is the 
largest in St. Louis, When that record 
was made it was much larger than the 
Piasa Chautauqua plant is now. ° Dr. 
Arzt says it was 20 feet high and 50 feet 
in circumference. The Piasa plant is 
less than 10 feet high and is probably 
20 feet in circumference. 

Prof. W. Trelease, director of Shaw’s 
Garden, said Friday that the largest 
number of blossoms ever produced by 
one plant in one night at the garden 
was between 50 and 60 and he had no 
personal: knowledge of any plant ever 
having produced more than that number 
in a night. He »elieves the Chautauqua 
plant is an unusually fine one. 

Needs Much Care. 

The astonishing productivity of the 
Piasa Chautauqua plant is due to the 
care Emil Fischer, custodian of the 
resort. He owns the plant. When he 
bought it five years ago from an Elsah 
man who had wearied of giving it the 
care it required, it was five years old. 
During the five years that he has had it 
he has nurtured it devotedly, and it has 
rewarded him by showing many beauti- 
ful blooms. 

The difficulty of preserving the plant 
during the winter is increased because 
there is no hothouse at Chautauqua. 
Fischer often has saved the plant by 
arising from his sleep. at night to hold 
a big coaloil lamp to the plant. 

Crowds Watch It. Bleom. 

Knowing that {[t would bloom during 
the assembly season, Fischer placed the 
big pliant beside the main avenue. 
I hursday he placed a placard on it an- 
nouncing that it weuld bloom that night. 
While the. people were at the evening 
entertainment lights were placed about 
it. From 10 o'clock to midnight the 
Piant held a reception that was attend- 
ed by everyone on the grounds. Fisch- 
er stood by and heard exclamations of 
wonder and admiration. 

At midnight, when everyone else had 
gone and the lights in the cottages were 
out, the lights about the night-blooming 
cereus stil] 
his faithful little dog, ‘‘Nig,”’ were still 
there,

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THE FIGHT FOR FOREST PARK 

The fight against the effort to save Forest Park 

from the railroad nuisance has been opened by 
the Wabash through an injunction suit to pre- 
vent the enforcement of the ordinance requiring 
the use of electric engines in the .park and within 
1500 feet of its boundaries. 
- Without attempting to usurp the functions of the 
court, we believe that this ordinance, designed 
to protect the park from the smoke nuisance, 
which destroys trees and foliage and causes dis- 
comfort to the public, is a good ordinance. If the 
charge of.class legislation holds against police 
regulations to abate nuisances, the ordinance cap 
be put in valid form. The only result of the suit 
will be delay. 

But the fight has begun. The railroad refuses 
to obey a most desirable regulation, or to relieve 
the park of the ‘railroad nuisance. It will proba- 
bly be a long fight, but the right conclusion is 
sure, if the city utilizgs its resources. So long as 
the railroad is fighting one good ordinance the 
city can make the fight interesting at several 
points. A railroad needs the co-operation of the 
municipality in developing its traffic possibilities. 
The city should insist upon reciprocity and mutual 
co-operation. The administration should buckle 
on its armor for a finish fight on the Forest Park 
railroad problem.

ST. LOUIS THEATERS. 

The projecting of a theater on Grand avenue is 
a logical though somewhat tardy recognition of 
the westward movement of population and the cre- 
ation of new business and amusement centers. To 
be sure, the Odeon pioneered the movement, but 
it was primarily a concert auditorium and has only 
occasionally housed opera and special dramatic 
productions. It has proved, however, the possi- 
bilities of a house near the new residence districts. 
St. Louis no longer revolves around the district 
east of Twelfth street and between Market street 
and Washington avenue. The downtown business 
district has expanded and new centers in the West 
End—at Grand, Vandeventer, King’s highway— 
have sprung up. Even so far west as Union is a 
group of public buildings with the nucleus of a 
business center. Already the moving-picture shows 
have reached King’s highway. 

The movement has been inevitable since the 
World’s Fair, which brought the large West End 
hotels with restaurants and cafes and, in their 
wake, the large apartment houses. All of the resi- 
dence sections now lie west of Grand or con- 
tiguous to its north and south extensions. Nothing 
but the concentration of the regular theaters in 
the East End has maintained the evening life of 
the downtown district. 

With the development of Greater St. Louis, new 
theaters and the dispersion of amusement places 
is to be expected. But St. Louisans are not s0 
much in need of new theaters as of new theatrical 
attractions. The most promising note in the 
prospectus of the new house is the promise that 
it will be a “production” theater where new musi- 
cal comedies will be tried out. This promise 
offers a pleasant anticipation that we shall see 2 
musical comedy now and then, in its original garb 
and form, with its original players, before it is 
worn out and decrepit. To be sure, we have had 
an occasional new production which the managers 
wanted to try on the Western dog before taking it 
East, but as a rule we wait for our attractions a 
year or two, or even three, after they have been 
on the stage. The songs of the opera are old fa- 
miliar songs, the lines of the play are ancient say- 
ings and the costumes are threadbare when the 
attractions reach St. Louis. Generally the original 
players or singers are producing new works and 
we must take the oid from their imitators. 

St. Louis has a good theater public for good 
attractions. Its public would be more responsive 
to theatrical offerings if the offerings had the 
zest of novelty and freshness—if St. Louisans did 
not know them by heart before they reach St. 
Louis.

Improve the Des Peres, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In today’s Post-Dispatch I read an article signed 
“A Citizen,’’ relating to having a constant stream 
of water, flowing through our wonderful River des 
Peres. He said that when the water recedes, it 
leaves an awful odor, which undoubtedly breeds 
malaria. As I am a resident of the lower end of 
Carondelet, living but a few blocks from the River 
Ges Peres, I know that he spoke correctly when he 
said that it breeds malaria. 
water receded almost one person out of every five 
of the residents in the vicinity of the des Peres had 
an attack-of malaria. There was more malaria than 
was ever known in this neighborhood. Our city of- 
ficials, especially the members of the Health De- 
partment, ought to look into the matter of con- 
necting the des Peres with either the Meramec or 
Missouri River to beautify®the city and to safe- 
guard the health of the public. ‘“Citizen’’ sald it had 
a bad odor in the vicinity of Forest Park; if he 
thinks there is a bad odor at that point, I wonder 
what he would say if he were {o cross the bridge 
at 8700 South Broadway, which crosses the des Peres 
at that point. This part of the river receives the 
sewerage, dead chickens, dogs, cats, etc., In fact 
everything except horses and elephants. The stench 
there cannot be described; it is somewhat a la Ches- 
ley Island; the water at the present writing is as 
black as coal. If we have a dry spell for a few 
weeks the water is almost at a standstill and the 
only water moving to the Mississippi River is the 
sewerage from a few slaughter houses, chemical 
works and dairies which are in the extreme southern 
portion of town. At Schirmer street, 7700 south, a 
14-foot sewer now under construction and a certain 
portion which is finished and receiving drainage 
empties into the des Peres. If the city officials in- 
tend to make a sewer of the little river, why don’t 
they devise some means to keep it flushed and also 
to safeguard the health of the public?
